Tap vs bottled 

Linda Weltner’s column in the “At 
Home" section on Oct. 21 addressed 
Serious problem - water con 
amination. However, her cynicism 
and naivete do a disservice to your 
readers by creating a cli of 
negativeness 

Because of her fear of pollutants in 
her tap water, she has turned to bot 
tled water. Apparently, the fact that 
it costs 50 cents a gallon in a grocery 
store ays her fears. What makes 
her think the source of this “'spring 
water” is less likely to be tainted by 
contamination” Has she done any in. 
vestigation into the source and quali 
ty of this “spring water?" Is she 
ware that communities in 
Massachusetts conduct more 
analysis of their water than do bottl 
ed water suppliers” 

We are seeing an_ increasing 
number of “instant environmental 
experts’ who receive a lot of publici 
ty, however, they usually have little 
substance to add to help solve the 
problem. These “experts” would do 
well to thoroughly research the sub 
ject before shooting from the hip. 

The waterworks people on the 
local, state and federal levels are 
committed to monitoring and 
safeguarding the quality of the 
water that comes from the tap. The 
cynicism that permeates Ms 
Weltner's article discredits the work 
of these people. 

For too long water suppliers have 
kept a low profile That must 
change. Ms. Weltner’s article points 
out the need for us to become more 


vocal on a subject that is our prime 

concern — good quality water

The Harnden Tradition 
In Wilmington Mass., it still ex- 

ists. Residents know of the Harnden 
Massacre, back in (probably) 1706. 
‘The story of Capt. John Harnden is 
known in part, his march to Con: 
cord, and his battle at Bunker Hill. 
‘The Harnden Tavern, owned by Col- 
onel Joshua Harnden is an historic 
home, owned by the town 

Less known is the story of the man 
who captured Jefferson Davis, at the 
end of the Civil War. Henry Harnden 
was in the Wisconsin Cavalry, but he 
was born in the same house as were 
John and Joshua, and Joseph, who 
died in the lines in Cambridge in 
December 1755, in the seige of 
Boston 

Yes, there are gaps in the Harnden 
tradition. Important points are 
beyond proof — for instance that 
Henry Harnden (the first Henry), he 
who fought with the Wisconsin 
Cavalry, was born in the house that 
stood on High Street. There is no 
record of his birth in Wilmington. 
Records of other members of the 
family are missing too. 

The tradition begins with the tale 
of Richard Harnden, Sometime bet 
ween 1630 arid 1640 he landed on the 
shores of Lynn, Massachusetts 
Lynn was a big place, occupying a 
large part of what is now Essex 
County and a small part of what is 
now Middlesex County 

Where he landed is unknown. On 
what ship he came is not known 
How old he was at the time is not 
known. He may have been 12, he 
may have been 20. 

Nor does one know his religious 
preferences. Most of the emigrants 
who sailed with or followed Gover- 
nor John Endicott were Separatists, 
either Congregationalists or Bap- 
tists. Some were neither 

Governor Winthrop was a prac: 
tical man, He made certain that a 
part of the thousands of emigrants 
were artisans, who could help the 
colony grow. Blacksmiths 
carpenters sailmakei 
housebuilders and millers were 
welcome. There was no hard 
religious rule that those particular 
emigrants had to follow 

The home of Richard and Mary 
Harnden was probably built in 1667 
It was still standing in 1874, but then 
disappeared. The house now on the 
site is the third built there. 

The Harnden Tradition relates 
that Richard Harnden. sometime 
after he had landed in Lynn, went to 
Virginia, in a small boat. It seems to 
say he was alone, in that voyage 

and it is possible he owned the boat 
Later he was a resident in Rhode 
Island. How long he lived there is not 
known

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‘The exact date is open to question. 
Abraham Jaquith, a man of 
Huegenot extraction, moved from 
Charlestown to Goshen in 1665. He 
believed he was in Goshen, which is 
now a component part of Wilm- 
ington, He really was in what was 
then Billerica. Later his farm 
became a part of Wilmington 

Richard Harnden probably did not 
live at what is now 67 High St. in 
1665. He is mentioned in the Reading 
records in 1665, and was probably a 
resident of that town. But it is 
necessary to understand the Town of 
Reading, as it was at that time. 

Reading became a town in 1642. It 
was called Lynn (or Linn) Village. 
The modern towns of Wakefield, 
Reading and North Reading were 
wholly in that town of Reading, as 
was the eastern and northeastern 
part of Wilmington. The church was 
southerly of Lake Quannipowitt, in 
what is now Wakefield 

Richard Harnden could have been 
in any of those three towns, or in 
what is now a part of North Wilm- 
ington, and still have been in 
Reading. Although his name is men: 
tioned, there is nothing to indicate he 
owned property 

In 1666 the town of Reading divid: 
ed by the “Great Swamp” in accor: 
dance with the Ministerial Rate of 
the preceding year. In this the name 
of Richard Harnden appears, along 
with a sum of 11 shilling four pence 

The Ministerial Rate or the rate’ 
was the taxing device of those years 
It was irregular in dating, but cer- 
tain to come. Every householder 
could be certain that the Ministerial 
Rate would have to be paid. Others 
too, members of the church, paid the 
rate. Of course a person could not 
vote unless he was a member of the 
church 

In 1667 the Town of Reading listed 
59 homes, which were then in ex. 
istance. There one does not find the 
name of Richard Harnden 

In 1668 he paid two pounds six 
shilling. on what was called a “ten 
pound rate.” This was to pay for 
land taken earlier. from the Indians 
Richard married a girl who is 
known as Mary. October 24, 1666, in 
Reading It seems that, after the 
1667 listing, the couple built a home 
at what is now 67 High St., Wilm 
ington, It is either that, ‘or the 
assessors of Reading overlooked the 
Harnden home that year 
Their home was on a-hill in the 
westerly patt of Reading. overlook 
ing The Andover Road, already in 
existance for some years. It was a 
path, through the wilderness. 

If one were to follow that path to- 
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day, the course would travel along 
Main Street, Eames Street, Woburn 
Street and Andover Street, along 
with the part of High Street between 
the Woburn Street School and the hill 
overlooking Route 93, near where 
the Harnden home was located. 

The Andover Road was one of the 
oldest in the Colony of 
Massachusetts Bay. It vied in impor: 
tance with the road to New Amster- 
dam, later called ‘the Boston Post 
Road. One led northwest out of 
Boston, the other southwest 

There were two ways a traveller 
could get from Boston to Andover, in 
the early days. Andover was settled 
in 1635, by people who went up the 
Merrimack River from the sea. 

The traveller could go by boat, up 
the coast of Massachusetts and then 
up the Merrimack. That was a long 
and ardous trip. 

‘To go across country meant to en: 
counter the marshes of the Ipswich 
River. Those marshes reached from 
what is now Wilmmgton to the sea 
and in those early days of the Colony 
they presented a real difficulty to 
the traveller 

The ford across the Ipswich, in 
what is now Wilmington, was the 
easier route to Andover. The An 
dover Road used that ford, shortly 
after Andover was settled. The An: 
dover Road expanded, northeaster 
ly, too, toward Maine which was a 
part of Massachusetts Bay 

Many young people used that road 
to find new homes. Among the 
names recorded, of new families 
moving northward were Buck 
Eames and Harnden. 

In 1648 The Great Court (the 
legislature) ordered the construc 
tion of a bridge over the Ipswich in 
the Town of Reading. That bridge 
was built at the place now called 
Jenks in Wilmington, where the 
Ipswich River passes under Woburn 
Street 

The home of Richard and Mary 
Harnden Was built about one and a 
half miles northerly of that bridge. It 
was probably the last sign of 
civilization at that time, until one got 
to Andover, five or more miles nor 
thward 

The home was on sparce ground at 
the northerly end of a low granite 
ridge. One hundred yards to the 
southwest was a smail pond, At a 
similar distance to the northwest 
was a small spring. Among the trees 
in the area were some of cedar. 
which, for some reason, Richard 
Harnden did not cut down. Some still 
exist, a few feet from the home site. 
and» seemingly well over 300 years 
old 
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Prospects could be described as 
rather bleak for Richard and Mary 
For 200 years the area was called 
‘hardscrabble.”’ The name was fair- 
ly earned. 

There are not many more records 
of the couple 

In 1687 the town paid him the sum 
of 15 shilling “for killing an old 
bear.” In 1688 he subscribed three 
pound five shilling toward the 
building of a new meeting house, 
down near Quannipowitt 

In 1692 the Town of Reading sold 
the old meeting house for 25 shilling 
The money was used in part to build 


a new “scoole,”” according to a vote 
in 1693, 

That was the year in which 
Richard Harnden died. 

According to _ Eaton's 


Genealogical History of Reading. 
published in 1874, Richard and Mary 
Harnden had five children. It would 
seem that there were more than 
were listed by that gentleman 

Eaton listed John 1668, Benjamin 
1671, William 1674, Ebenezer 1679. 
and Hephzibah, 1688. 

One can get into difficulties, trying 
to count the Harnden children 
There are differing accounts, and 
differences of spelling 

There was a Barachius Harnden, 
of whom there seems to be no record 
in Reading. He married Mary 
Johnson in Andover in 1701. He was 
taxed in that town in 1697. (Another 
person, with the same name, was 
born to Benjamin and Mary Harn: 
den in 1712). 

Ebenezer, born in 1679, married a 
lady knowh,as Rebecca, of Malden. 
Elizabeth is not to be found in ¢ 
Reading records, She was quite 
evidently a daughter of Richard and 
Mary, born in 1679. 

Elizabeth married a member of 
the Abbott family in Andover and 
became the mother of John Abbott 
He was Wilmington's first teacher, 
in the school which stood at the cor: 
ner of Main Street and Butters Row, 
in 1730, His kinship can be shown in 
another way, for he boarded with a 
relative who was named Harnden, 
and lived in the area of the Maple 


Meadow Plain — Main Street pro: 
bably Harnden could have 
been Benjamin I 

There were two girls named 


Hephzibah. The second, born in 1688, 
married Abiel Chandler of Andover 

Lastly, the will of Richard Harn 
den is on file in the Middlesex Coun 
ty Records, but it is barely legible in 
me parts. His son John was the ex 
ecutor of his estate

A victim of a near fatal accident 13 
months ago will be known as the 
miracle man” around the medical 
and rehabilitation field because of 
his’spectacular recovery 

Douglas R. Metcalf, 27, of South 
St., Tewksbury, who is going back to 
work part time with his former 
employer, is one of the early suc 
cessess in the new Vocational 
Rehabilitation program at the 
200-bed New England Rehabilitation 
Hospital, Woburn 

He suffered massive head and 
brain injuries August 14, 1982, when 
his motorcycle went out of control in

But, Metcalf has fought a long and 
successful battle that has amazed 
rehabilitation specialists and recent 
ly he returned to work as an inspec 
tor at Mech-E1 Industries of Woburn. 
the firm where he spent five years as 
a machinist 

After completing a series of in- 
tricate and complicated tests, Met 
calf proved himself competent and 
capable to his former employer and 
to Donna Rapena, vocational 
counsellor at the Rehab 

Months ago, before 
rehabilitation therapy 


he began 
he had lost 


his sense of balance and was unable 
to stand on one leg, or walk, or even 
speak. Many bones in his face had 
been broken. Doctors thought he 
would have to spend time in a long. 
term care facility, but Doug Metcalf 
surprised everyone with his courage 
and determination 

His mother attributes her son's 
recovery to his determination, the 
family’s support and prayers. 

He is the son of Mr. and Mrs 
Alvan D. Metcalf. His mother has 
been a faithful member of Jehovah's 
Witnesses and attended services in 
Kingdom Hall, Wilmington, for 
some 18 years. 

Metcaif has been a faithful outpa 
tient at the Rehab Hospital, four

‘Thanksgiving 1983. 

In 1621, as a result of Governor 
Bradford's proclamation, and in 
spite of the terrible first winter of 
our Pilgrim forefathers, the first 
‘Thanksgiving took place. The 
men and women of the Mayflower 
greeted ninety friendly Massasoit 
Indians as men on equal footing, 
but also as pagans whose souls 
had to be saved. The religious 
services of the day not only in- 
cluded prayers of thanksgiving, 
but were aimed to impress the 
Indians with the worthiness of 
worshipping the Pilgrims’ Deity 

Entertainment consisted of 
psalms, songs, war dances by the 
Indians, and various athletic 
games and events attended by 
Miles Standish and his company 
Military drills served a double 
purpose, to entertain, yet impress 
upon the Indians what might be in 
store for them if they decided to 
cause trouble. 

The feasting took place out 
doors under the watchful eye of 
the future Priscilla Standish, with 
the food prepared over huge fires, 
except for special dishes 
prepared indoors The venison

They only 
did after the Indian who shot it 
was beaten thirty-nine times and 
the cost of the meat returned to 
the purchaser. 


In later years, a richer family 
at Thanksgiving would partake of 
a twenty pound turkey and a 
chicken pie. The well-to-do 
sometimes served only the 
turkey, but those less fortunate 
enjoyed only the chicken pie. 
Cider and mince pie were served 
by all. A delicacy was pigeon pie 
made from many birds which 
were found in the buckwheat 
fields and kept alive and fattened 
with grain. 

In the middle of the eighteenth 
century, Thanksgiving was the 
day to make calls. A Mr. Turner 
who lived in lower Fifth Avenue in 
New York was famous for serving 
eggnog to his open house, and 
awarding a box of chocolates to 
anyone who could drink three of 
his eggnogs.

Will weather make the 
headlines in the winter of 1984? 
That can’t be determined yet. But 
if you drive a car for work or 
pleasure, now is the time to start 
thinking about safety in the frigid 
months ahead, says the Insurance 
Information Institute 


‘The easiest thing to do when ice 
and snow cover roads is to leave 
your car at home and take public 
transportation, but in many parts 
of the Snowbelt region that's 
easier sald than done. If you must 
drive, the Institute urges that you 
exercise care at all times. 

Here are tips that should allow 
you to drive safely and com- 
fortably in the winter months: 

—Be especially careful when 
braking or accelerating at dusk or 
dawn, when streets and roads are 
frequently iciest. 


—If your car starts to skid, 
steer in the direction of the skid. 
This maneuver is intended to get 
the front of the car in line with the 
rear of the car. Take your foot off 
the accelerator. Don't start 
braking until the car has slowed 
and you have regained control 

—Don't be a peephole driver. 
Take a few minutes before 
leaving home or work to clear ice 
and snow off the front and back 


windows of your car. If snow 
accumulates while driving, stop 
and repeat the job. 

—Turn slowly on wet and slick 
areas. 

—Wateh for icy patches on 
overpasses, bridges and_ hills.

—When approaching an_ in- 
tersection, be prepared to 
respond to traffic light changes.

‘The Institute advises every 
motorist to anticipate 
emergencies, A winter survival 
kit in your car ought to include: at 
least one pair of heavy gloves; 
flares, matches and flashlight 
with fresh batteries; battery 
jumper cables with instructions 
regarding their proper use; 
screwdriver and pliers; a heavy 
wool blanket; and ice scraper; 
and rock salt, sand or gravel to 
pour under the tires is you get 
bogged down in snow. 

The ‘‘comprehensive'’ 
coverage in an automobile in- 
surance policy provides 
payments for many claims in 
addition to fire and theft such as 
tree branches or large icicles 
falling on the vehicles, as well as 
wind or water damage. 

The Institute reminds those 
with winter weather-related in- 
surance claims to notify their 
agent or company representative 
immediately after a loss.

Check out hold period at bank 


How long can your bank hold 
onto. funds you have deposited 
into your account before allowing 
you to draw on them? Under 
existing law, as long as they want 
td. Bank policy of placing certain 
“hold periods’ on customers’ 
checks, called “‘the float"’ or, in 
technical language, delayed 
funds availability, creates serious 
inconveniences for many con- 
sumers. 

"Hold periods as long as seven 
days for local checks and fourteen 
to twenty days for out-of-state 
checks are not unusual. The most 
Serious consumer inconvenience 
{reated by the float is for those 
nsumers who simply cannot 
afford to wait up to three weeks to 
draw on their paychecks, social 
security checks, disability checks 
and so forth 
* Very few banks provide explicit 
disclosure to consumers of their 
hold policies. Most consumers 
simply guess, and guessing wrong 
éan be very expensive. A typical 
scenario is as follows: Carl 
Consumer deposits his paycheck 
on Monday, and, assuming that 
the hold period wouldn't be more 
than 5 days, mails his rent check, 
telephone bill, and credit card 
Payments on Friday. To his 
surprise, he gets calls from his 
landlord, the telephone company, 
and area merchants the next 
week that his checks have 
bounced, When he calls his bank 
to demand an explanation, he 
learns for the first time that his 
bank has a two week hold period, 
and that, in addition to causing 
him the embarrassment of having 
his checks bounced, the bank is 
ing him a bounce fee of 
5 per check 

What can you do to avoid being 
drowned by ‘'the float?” 

Find out what your bank's hold 
policies are. Many problems 
created by the float could be 
avoided if consumers were better 
informed of their banks’ rules 
before the problems arose. 

Shop around: A small number 
of banks do not require any hold 
periods, and, even among those 
who do, policies vary enormously

A survey conducted by 
MASSPIRG found that among 
banks in the same city, hold 
periods varied from 3 days to 7 
days on local checks and 5 to 20 
days on out-of-state checks. 

Check into direct payroll and 
social security deposits. Many 
banks do not place holds on direct 
deposits. If your employer does 
not offer direct deposit, that may 
be because nobody has asked 
them to. 

If you get into a jam and need 
your money before the expiration 
of the hold period, ask the

manager if an exception can be 
made. It is not unusual for a bank 
to make an exception for a good 
customer if you ask. 
Prepare for “the float” before 
move. Before moving, find 
out what the hold policies are for 
banks in your new locale. Many 
consumers have horror stories to 
tell of moving to a new town with 
all of their money in a cashier's 
check and not being allowed to 
draw on the check for months. 
Don't expect a cashier’s check or 
money order to be treated 
differently than a personal check

Redmen, Wildcats 
deserve a break

Thanksgiving football is a 
tradition, a place where old 
friends go to talk and keep 
warm via various methods 
while occassionally glancing 
out at the field to see how the 
Old Towne team is fairing. 

In Tewksbury and Wilm- 
irigton, The Game is a bit 
more than that. This rivalry 
has been a tradition filled with 
make-or-break contests, 
games that decided con- 
ference championships or ber- 
ths in the Schoolboy Super 
Bowl. 

This November 24 at 
‘Tewksbury's Walter Doucette 
Memorial Field (10 a.m.), 
there willbe plenty of tradi- 
tion on tap, but none of The 
Right Stuff that has provided 
many of these games with 
their do-or-die approach. 

But, if ever two teams 
deserved The Big Attack on 
‘Thanksgiving to go along with 
A Break Today, it is the Wilm- 
ington Wildeats (4-5-0) and the 
‘Tewksbury Redmen (3-5-1) 


Both clubs could just as 
easily be among the upper 
echelon of the Merrimack 
Valley Conference behind 
Super Bow! contenders Dracut 
and Methuen. Each team has 
suffered through a blowout 
apiece (Chelmsford 35 
Wildcats 0), (Dracut 28 
Redmen 6) and several losses 
of the rather bizarre and 
heartbreaking variety. 

Redmen coach Bob 
Aylward, working through on- 
ly his second losing season in 
10 years at the TMHS helm, 
understands first hand just 
what kind of season the 
Wildcats have had. 


“Wilmington has done just a 
super job all year long,” offers 
Aylward, “They've had a 
season as close to us as you 
could have. We've been as 
snakebitten as any team in the 
league," Aylward adds, “‘com- 
ing out of camp with the most 
serious injuries since I've 
been here.” 

“T was talking with Bob the 
other day, and he said that if 
ever two teams were alike it 


was us,” smiles second WHS 
mentor Ed Harrison. 

Snakebitten might not be 
strong enough to describe the 
teams’ respective seasons 
‘Screaming’ Jay Hawkins 
once penned a tune many 
moons ago that is a tad more 
appropriate valled ‘I Put 
A Spell On You. 

After dropping Haverhill, 
21-0, the Redmen had a 
touchdown called back at An- 
dover and wound up with a 7-7 
tie in a game that they 
dominated defensively.

The Friday night 18-13 last 
second loss at Lowell was ac 
cording to Aylward, “emo:

the year.” The Redmen were 
hit with a penalty after scor: 
ing the go-ahead touchdown in 
the final 30 seconds to help fuel 
a Lowell march that resulted 
in the game winning score 
with three seconds left on the 
clock 

Most recently, the Redmen 
bounced back with a 6-0 vic 
tory over Lawrence with 
Aylward back completely at 
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the controls after playing in a 
good chunk of the Lowell loss. 

“The Lawrence game was a 
real plus for us,” notes 
Aylward. The score could 
have been 21-0 had the 
Redmen not stopped 
themselves twice at the 
goalline. “The offensive line 
played the’best game they've 
played all year,” said the 
coach 

While Tewksbury heads into 
this traditional contest on the 
upswing, the Wildcats’ offense 
is struggling, ‘having been 
shutout in three of their last 
four games since blasting 
Billerica, 22-8. 

Shutout is a nasty word in 
Wilmington concerning this 
game. The Wildcats have not 
scored a point against the 
Redmen since their 27-8 vic 
tory in 1979, losing 25-0 (1980)
